SIXTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Standing  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  who,  through  financial 
assistance  or  any  other  form  of  contribution,  have  helped  to  make  this 
the  most  dynamic  year  in  the  history  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations 


Sixty-nine  years  ago,  this  corporation  was  established  by 
Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891,  Massachusetts  General  Court,  for  the 
"purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining  and 
opening  to  the  public  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this  Commonwealth." 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  acquire  land  by  gift,  devise, 
or  purchase,  to  hold  such  lands  open  to  the  public,  and  are 
free  of  taxation.  The  corporation  may  receive  funds  for  the  care 
of  land  and  for  general  purposes. 

Briefly,  this  board  was  created  in  order  to  provide  a  ready  and 
absolutely  trustworthy  instrument  by  means  of  which  persons 
who  may  desire  to  effect  the  permanent  preservation  of  any 
interesting  or  lovely  spot  in  Massachusetts  can  accomplish  their 
purpose  without  difficulty  or  delay  from  legal  causes. 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
at  the  Sheraton  Plaza  Hotel  on  January  27,  i960,  at  11  o'clock 
with  President  William  Roger  Greeley  presiding. 

UNFINISHED  BUSINESS  OF  THE  PREVIOUS  MEETING 

The  Treasurer  presented  the  Auditor's  Report  for  1958  and  the 
same  was  accepted  and  placed  on  file. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

Loring  Conant,  the  Executive  Secretary,  reported  financial 
receipts  were  extremely  gratifying  with  annual  dues  at  a  new  high 
point  of  $13,904.47.  Special  gifts  for  general  fund  purposes 
totalled  $15,303.44.  The  fund  drive  for  Bartholomew's  Cobble 
showed  receipts  of  $1,422.00,  and  the  Friends  of  Chesterwood 
Drive  through  Mrs.  William  Penn  Cresson's  interest  and  efforts 
raised  $3,866.00. 

Additional  bequests  totalled  $720,446.21,  including  another 
$100,000  of  unrestricted  endowment  funds  from  the  Louise  Ayer 
Hathaway  Estate,  the  total  received  from  this  estate  being 
$200,000.00.  Endowment  fund  from  the  Estate  of  Miss  Mabel 
Choate  for  the  Naumkeag  Reservation  is  $600,000.00. 

During  the  year  we  enrolled  31  new  members,  including  13  new 
Life  Associates  and  4  new  Founders. 
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Following  approval  by  the  Town  of  Milton  Board  of  Appeals 
granting  permission  to  use  the  Pierce  House  property,  The 
Trustees  moved  their  headquarters  from  50  Beacon  Street, 
Boston,  to  224  Adams  Street,  Milton,  on  February  9. 

On  June  2  an  Open  House  Tea  attended  by  125  friends  in  the 
Town  of  Milton  was  given  at  Pierce  House  by  The  Trustees 
through  the  generosity  of  Miss  Helen  C.  Gilbert.  Various  friends 
in  the  town  contributed  furniture  to  The  Trustees  for  the  large 
first-floor  room.  Our  new  premises  are  not  only  attractive  but 
efficient. 

During  the  year  1958  seven  new  areas  were  acquired: 

(1)  Deed  was  recorded  in  early  January  on  the  Cape  Poge 
Wildlife  Reservation,  Chappaquiddick,  gift  with  endow- 
ment from  Charles  S.  Bird  and  Oliver  D.  Filley. 

(2)  Through  the  generosity  of  the  late  J.  W.  Farley  lands  held 
south  of  Route  28  along  the  Mashpee  River  were  given  to 
The  Trustees.  Later  in  the  year,  Mrs.  Farley  kindly  added 
an  additional  tract  of  land,  including  Mr.  Farley's  camp, 
and  gave  to  The  Trustees  a  most  comprehensive  book  on 
Mashpee  flora  and  fauna. 

(3)  "Naumkeag"  in  Stockbridge  consisting  of  house  and 
gardens  with  land  totaling  some  49  acres  devised  by  Miss 
Mabel  Choate  with  generous  endowment  was  accepted  by 
The  Trustees  in  March.  The  gardens  were  opened  with  a 
reception  on  Saturday,  July  11,  to  guests  from  the  Stock- 
bridge  area.  The  following  day  the  gardens  were  opened 
to  the  public.  Due  to  the  necessity  of  itemizing  the  many 
treasures  in  the  house,  it  was  decided  not  to  open  the 
house  until  sometime  during  the  i960  season.  Consider- 
able interest  was  shown  in  the  gardens  during  the  summer, 
with  approximately  1800  people  visiting  them.  Fletcher 
Steele  very  kindly  consented  to  draw  up  plans  for  certain 
tree  work  on  Linden  Walk. 

(4)  An  option  to  acquire  some  12  acres  on  the  east  bank 
of  Lawrence  Brook  at  Doanes  Falls,  Royalston,  was 
exercised. 

(5)  Through  the  generosity  of  W.  K.  Gilmore  and  Sons,  Inc., 
17  acres  on  the  northeast  side  of  Noon  Hill  in  Medfield, 
including  part  of  the  top  thereof,  was  acquired  by  gift  to 
be  known  as  the  Noon  Hill  Reservation. 

(6)  At  the  Holmes  Field  Reservation  in  Plymouth,  four 
additional  acres  of  land  were  acquired. 

(7)  At  Rocky  Woods,  Medfield,  the  Medfield  Associates  made 
a  gift  of  approximately  nine  acres  of  land  to  be  added  to 
the  Rocky  Woods  Reservation.  This  is  an  open  field 
adjacent  to  the  main  entrance. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Gloucester  City  Council,  we  received  from 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  June  24,  1959,  the  necessary 
authority  to  transfer  title  of  our  Magnolia  Shore  property  to  the 
City  of  Gloucester  for  park  purposes.  This  area  is  adjacent  to 
Rafe's  Chasm  already  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City  of 
Gloucester. 

In  order  to  assist  in  the  necessary  work  to  be  done  on  the 
various  reservations,  an  additional  man  was  hired  to  alternate 
with  one  of  the  Rocky  Woods  crew.  With  this  additional  help 
considerable  work  was  accomplished  in  clearing  Hutchinson's 
Field  and  clearing  deadwood  and  trails  at  Pierce  House,  Whitney 
Woods,  Eliot  Laurel  Reservation,  Agassiz  Rock,  Crowninshield, 
Misery  Island  and  Pegan  Hill.  The  fall  work  crew  in  the  Berk- 
shires  did  tree  work  at  Chesterwood  and  Bartholomew's  Cobble. 

At  Monument  Mountain,  Great  Barrington,  it  was  decided 
not  to  hire  a  warden  this  year  because  of  an  arrangement  with 
the  State  to  pick  up  rubbish  in  the  area. 

At  Chesterfield  Gorge,  the  old  Thayer  House  was  razed  due  to 
its  dangerously  dilapidated  condition. 

During  the  year  1959,  the  Standing  Committee  appointed 
several  new  members  to  the  various  local  committees  where 
vacancies  occurred. 

The  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memorial  Lecture  has  been  given  to 
various  garden  clubs,  rotary  clubs  and  other  organizations  in  the 
eastern  area  as  well  as  in  the  Worcester  area  and  Hampshire 
County. 

Attendance  at  all  our  reservations  during  the  past  season 
showed  an  increase  and  considerable  interest  over  the  previous 
years. 


Two  Members  of  the  Corporation,  Mr.  John  S.  Ames  and  Mr. 
Roger  Pierce,  passed  away  during  the  year.  They  will  be  greatly 
missed.

VOTED:  that  the  Auditor's  report  for  1959  be  carried  over  to 
the  January,  1961,  meeting  under  the  heading  of  unfinished 
business. 
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NEW  BY-LAWS 

There  was  presented  to  the  meeting  a  new  set  of  By-Laws  to 
supersede  this  organization's  current  By-Laws  and,  upon  motion 
duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  to  amend  the  By-Laws  by  striking  them  in  their 
entirety  and  substituting  therefor  new  By-Laws  as  just  presented 
to  this  meeting  with  the  addition  of  the  word  "date"  in  the  third 
line  of  Article  III. 

REPORT  OF  THE  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  the  nomination  of  Members 
of  the  Corporation  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  read 
by  Henry  R.  Guild,  chairman,  as  listed  in  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  the  slate  as 
printed  in  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

Following  this  was  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  for 
nomination  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
as  well  as  Advisory  Council  Members.

TO  HEAR  AND  ACT  UPON  ANY  NEW  BUSINESS 

The  Treasurer  presented  a  resolution  commemorating  President 
William  Roger  Greeley's  service  to  the  Corporation  and, 
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Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was  by  standing 
vote  unanimously 

VOTED:  that  The  Trustees  record  with  gratitude  the  leader- 
ship of  William  Roger  Greeley  while  President  of  The  Trustees. 
He  has  guided  us  wisely  and  sympathetically  and  given  unstint- 
ingly  of  his  time  and  effort.  His  safe  counsel  and  never-failing 
good  humor  have  been  appreciated  by  his  fellow  Trustees  and 
he  has  done  much  to  weld  us  into  a  unified  group. 

The  new  President,  Laurence  M.  Channing,  then  took  the 
chair.  There  was  discussion  as  to  the  role  of  The  Trustees  in  co- 
ordinating Open  Space  Policy  in  the  Commonwealth.  It  was  the 
sense  of  the  meeting  that  The  Trustees  should  play  a  major  role 
in  insuring  that  places  of  scenic  interest  be  acquired  for  dedi- 
cation to  the  public  while  such  areas  can  be  acquired  at  relatively 
reasonable  cost. 

President  Channing  next  called  on  Mario  Pederzini,  manager 
of  the  Rocky  Woods  Reservation,  who  gave  a  brief  resume  of 
the  activities  at  this  reservation  during  the  past  year. 

It  was  unanimously  VOTED  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed 
to  write  Dr.  Goldthwait  to  thank  him  for  his  continuing  interest 
and  to  express  The  Trustees'  regret  that  he  could  not  be  present 
at  the  meeting. 

Loring  Conant,  Executive  Secretary,  then  read  the  report  of 
Henry  M.  Channing  on  the  subject  of  Mt.  Ann  Park,  and  it  was 
unanimously  VOTED:  to  accept  Mr.  Channing's  report  and  to 
refer  the  same  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee 

Upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was  unanimously 

VOTED:  that  the  President  be  authorized  to  appoint  an 
Auditing  Committee. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting, 
upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was  unanimously 

VOTED:  to  adjourn.

LUNCHEON  CONFERENCE 

At  i  :oo  p.m.,  following  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
members  and  guests  assembled  for  luncheon  in  the  Oval  Room  of 
the  Sheraton-Plaza  Hotel  in  Boston,  on  January  27,  i960. 

Our  newly  elected  President,  Laurence  M.  Channing,  intro- 
duced the  guests  at  the  head  table  and  paid  special  tribute  to  our 
retiring  President,  Wm.  Roger  Greeley,  who  has  served  The 
Trustees  with  unselfish  devotion  and  dynamic  leadership  in 
various  offices  for  a  period  of  thirty  years. 
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Mr.  Greeley  touched  on  the  highlights  of  the  year  1959  and  re- 
ported the  most  active  yearin  The  Trustees'  annals.  Five  new  res- 
ervations were  acquired  and  additions  were  made  to  two  old  areas. 
The  details  are  recorded  in  this  report  under  "Accomplishments 
of  1959." 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Mason,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, presented  Mr.  Greeley  with  a  gavel  and  block  made  of 
holly,  hickory  and  chestnut  woods  grown  on  our  reservations.  A 
silver  plate  bearing  an  inscription  commemorating  Mr.  Greeley's 
service  was  inserted  on  the  block. 

Loring  Conant,  Executive  Secretary,  prior  to  showing  a  few 
colored  slides  of  The  Trustees'  Pierce  House  Headquarters  in 
Milton  and  of  "Naumkeag"  in  Stockbridge,  reported  a  splendid 
opportunity  confronted  The  Trustees  in  providing  assistance  in 
coordinating  efforts,  ideas  and  information  for  an  awakened 
citizenry.  Throughout  the  metropolitan  area  there  is  a  growing 
concern  over  the  threat  to  open  spaces  and  a  keen  desire  of  many 
individuals  and  groups  to  establish  a  program  of  action  while 
there  is  still  time. 

The  Trustees'  Conservation  Award  for  1959  was  presented  by 
President  Channing  to  Mr.  Francis  W.  Sargent  in  recognition  of 
his  accomplishment  as  former  Commissioner  of  Natural  Resources 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as  well  as  for  the 
splendid  work  he  is  now  undertaking  in  his  present  post  as 
Executive  Director  of  the  Outdoor  Recreation  Resources  Review 
Commission,  Washington,  D.  C.  Mr.  Sargent  addressed  the 
meeting  on  the  subject  concerning  the  work  of  the  Outdoor 
Recreation  Review  Commission  and  The  Trustee's  unique 
contribution  to  the  State  of  Massachusetts.

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Mr.  Sargent,  after  expressing  his  pleasure  and  gratitude  for 
being  honored  with  The  Trustees'  Conservation  Award,  explained 
the  Outdoor  Recreation  Resources  Review  Commission  of  which 
he  is  Executive  Director  is  concerned  with  making  recommen- 
dations towards  preserving  the  benefits  of  outdoor  recreation 
for  all  Americans — both  of  the  present  generation  and  of  those 
yet  to  come. 

A  study  program,  with  the  years  1976  and  2000  selected  as 
specific  target  dates,  is  now  underway.  Initial  research  indicates 
that  in  forty  years  the  population  of  the  United  States  will  be 
over  300  million  with  greatly  increased  income,  leisure  time  and 
transportation  facilities,  making  it  obvious  that  the  demand  for 
outdoor  recreation  will  boom,  as  will  other  competing  land  uses. 

Mr.  Sargent  stressed  the  fact  that  careful  planning  and 
consideration  of  effective  programs  must  be  carried  out  if 
Americans  of  future  generations  are  to  be  able  to  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  the  outdoors.  In  such  a  program,  private  enterprise 
must  play  an  increasingly  important  role  in  providing  outdoor 
recreation. 

The  Trustees  were  particularly  sighted  for  their  effective 
method  of  providing  the  means  to  make  private  lands  available 
to  the  public. 

In  closing,  Mr.  Sargent  stated  that  in  the  fast-moving 
twentieth  century  with  its  scientific  and  technical  progress,  the 
people  of  our  nation  more  than  ever  need  the  spiritual  and 
physical  values  associated  with  the  outdoors.

Prior  to  taking  his  present  post,  Mr.  Sargent  was  Commissioner  of 
Natural  Resources  of  Massachusetts.  Under  his  administration  the 
$100,000,000  Massachusetts  park,  beach  and  forest  expansion 
program  was  initiated.

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MANAGEMENT  OF  RESERVATIONS 


GENERAL  POLICIES 

To  welcome  the  public  on  the  Reservations,  which  are  set  aside  for 
the  enjoyment  of  natural  beauty  and  the  edification  provided  by 
historic  places;  they  are  not  preserved  as  amusement  parks. 

To  preserve  The  Trustees'  lands  in  pristine  condition. 

To  cherish  handsome  trees,  native  wildflowers,  and  shrubs. 

To  protect  birds  and  wildlife. 

To  keep  vistas  open  and  excess  scrub  growth  cut  down. 

To  keep  to  a  minimum  all  roads,  paths,  parking  areas,  picnic 
grounds,  service  buildings,  etc.,  and  where  they  are  required  to 
have  them  simple  and  inconspicuous. 

To  preserve  historical  landmarks. 

LOCAL  COMMITTEES  OF  MANAGEMENT 
Preamble 

All  property  of  all  Reservations,  together  with  all  their  assets  and 
liabilities,  belong  to  and  are  the  responsibility  of  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations. 

The  Standing  Committee  determines  policies,  disbursements  of 
monies  and  the  terms  of  use  of  the  Reservations  by  the  public. 

Each  Reservation  is  managed  by  a  local  committee  approved 
by  and  responsible  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  consisting  of 
individuals  who  have  concern  for  the  Reservation  and  will  help 
administer  and  oversee  it  as  circumstances  require,  and  one  or 
more  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Corporation 
if  practicable. 

Duties 

1.  To  arrange  for  the  visiting  public. 

2.  To  receive  income  from  fees  payable  for  service  rendered 
visitors;  to  help  the  Standing  Committee  find  funds  for 
normal  and  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  Reservation; 
and  to  report  on  the  same. 

3.  To  hire,  pay,  and  superintend  such  labor  and  buy  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  required  for  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  Reservation,  and  to  account  for  the  same. 

4.  To  protect  the  Reservation  from  injury  and  mistreatment. 

5.  To  report  annually  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  matters 
of  current  interest. 

6.  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Standing  Committee  for 
such  changes  and  improvements,  construction,  and  emer- 
gency work  as  may  be  needed  or  desirable.    This  would 
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include  all  undertakings  which  affect  the  permanent  char- 
acter of  the  area,  such  as  increase  of  land  holdings;  tree 
felling;  building  of  roads,  major  trails,  and  firebreaks;  de- 
signs for  planting,  shelters,  service  buildings,  memorials, 
etc.,  and  alterations  of  existing  buildings. 
7.  Draw  up  local  rules  and  regulations  for  the  approval  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  file  in  the  Office  of  The  Trustees. 

Study  and  appreciation  of  the  Reservation  should  be  encouraged. 
Where  feasible,  descriptions  of  land,  local  history,  geology, 
botany,  ecology,  bird  lore,  and  wildlife  should  be  collected  and 
published  for  the  use  of  visitors. 

Where  conditions  permit,  a  small  area  should  be  set  aside  in  the 
Reservation  where  typical  kinds  of  rocks,  plants,  trees,  etc.,  can 
be  labeled  for  the  information  of  visitors.

Gift  of  a  generous  friend  with  an  endowment  of  $5,000 — 28.8 
acres  in  1957  and  the  balance  of  46.8  acres  in  1958,  adjoining  tracts 
of  2.82  acres  on  the  highway  held  by  the  Town  of  Manchester. 

The  feature  of  the  Reservation  are  two  huge  glacial  boulders — 
"Agassiz  Rock"  balanced  on  one  edge  and  on  a  smaller  similarly 
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balanced  rock  on  top  of  Beaverdam  Hill  and  "Big  Agassiz"  in 
a  wooded  swamp  hollow  close  to  the  Manchester-Essex  town  line 
north  of  the  hill — both  said  to  have  been  discovered  by  Professor 
Louis  Agassiz.  The  open  ledges  on  the  hilltops  and  the  gravel 
pit  near  the  highway  provide  added  geological  interest  to  what  is 
basically  a  "geologic"  reservation. 

Agassiz  Rock  Reservation  was  visited  by  outdoor  groups  and 
many  interested  individuals  during  the  year.  Considerable  work 
was  done  in  clearing  trails  and  marking  them — with  special 
attention  paid  to  cleaning  the  area  around  the  hilltop  boulder.

Purchase  in  1946  through  subscription  and  donations  of 
interested  friends,  various  campaigns  to  raise  endowment  funds 
have  produced  $10,061.00  to  date. 

The  Cobble,  bordering  on  the  Housatonic  River,  is  a  unique 
natural  wild  rock  garden  featuring  unusual  plant  life  related  to 
the  limestone  ledges  and  in  the  surrounding  open  fields.  Over 
six  hundred  different  species  of  plants  have  been  identified  during 
the  past  ten  years,  and  a  pamphlet  describing  the  geological  and 
botanical  features  of  the  Cobble  with  six  full  page  photographs  of 
interesting  plants  was  published  in  1958. 

Notwithstanding  the  long  heat  wave,  nearly  two  thousand 
people  visited  the  Cobble  in  1959,  about  as  many  as  in  the  previ- 
ous year.  No  adverse  weather  interfered  with  the  familiar  cycle 
of  bird  and  plant  life.  A  few  young  pines  were  thinned  out  with 
the  meadow  near  the  entrance  restored. 

Mr.  Storer,  Mr.  Cobb  and  Dr.  Arnold  have  collaborated  their 
talents  to  provide  graphic  data  in  the  form  of  charts  and  detailed 
descriptive  material  explaining  the  geological  and  botanical 
phenomena  of  this  unique  area.  A  display  case  at  the  entrance 
and  several  field  stations  throughout  the  Cobble  will  contain  this 
data  to  enable  students  and  visitors  to  more  readily  understand 
the  true  interest  value  of  this  reservation.

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Homestead.  In  accordance  with  an  agreement,  the  Homestead 
is  occupied  by  the  family  of  the  donors  who  are  responsible  for 
the  maintenance  and  for  holding  it  open  to  the  public  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  from  June  15th  to  September 
15th. 

Over  263  visitors,  an  increase  of  50  over  the  previous  year, 
have  enjoyed  the  interesting  and  hospitable  tour  through  the 
house  conducted  by  the  Goddards.

Lowell  Holly  Reservation  was  given  to  The  Trustees  in  1942 
by  bequest  of  Mr.  A.  Lawrence  Lowell  with  an  endowment  of 
$10,000. 

The  reservation  is  a  peninsular  bordered  by  Wakeby  Pond  and 
Mashpee  Pond  featuring  a  large  holly  grove,  splendid  beech  trees 
and  plantings  of  laurel  and  rhododendron. 

Wet  and  cold  weather  marked  this  section  of  Massachusetts 
for  June  and  July  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  attendance  at  the 
picnic  and  beach  areas  was  materially  reduced.  During  August 
and  early  September,  however,  when  the  weather  was  better 
attendance  was  well  above  normal  with  160  cars  on  good  days. 

For  a  long  time  it  has  been  apparent  that  something  should  bt 
done  to  bring  back  better  color  to  the  leaves  of  the  larger  hollies 
and  the  past  winter  some  two  tons  of  evergreen  fertilizer  were 
applied  to  about  three-quarters  of  those  trees  most  in  need  of 
feeding.  The  effect  in  just  this  one  year  has  been  very  satisfying 
and  the  leaves  show  a  decided  improvement  in  color.  In  addition, 
the  berries  appeared  to  be  brighter  and  an  excellent  new  tree 
growth  was  observed.  The  rhododendrons  were  also  treated  and 
have  put  on  a  good  growth  and  an  excellent  crop  of  flower  buds 
for  next  season's  bloom. 

The  cold  winter  of  1 958-1 959  brought  a  great  number  of  ice 
fishermen  to  the  woods  creating  a  cold  weather  parking  problem. 
The  road  suffered  from  all  this  extra  travel  and  repairs  during  the 
coming  spring  will  undoubtedly  be  extensive.  A  heavy  locust 
post  was  placed  at  the  gate  on  the  South  Sandwich  road  to  replace 
the  old  one  which  was  so  decayed  that  it  could  easily  be  moved 
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and  the  gate  opened.  A  warden  was  hired  for  the  three  weeks 
preceding  Christmas  and  there  was  no  vandalism  this  season. 
From  past  experience  it  was  noted  that  persons  come  in  by  boat 
to  cut  the  hollies  but  a  patrol  of  the  shores  put  a  stop  to  this 
practice.  However,  with  the  great  increase  of  power  boat  owners 
the  ponds  have  become  a  mecca  for  speedboat  enthusiasts  and 
with  this  a  new  problem  of  water  skiers.  It  is  hoped  some 
solution  can  be  found  in  the  future.

It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  realize  this  remote  area  preserved 
in  its  natural  state  has  been  enjoyed  by  many  people  this  summer 
who  have  landed  from  their  boats  for  a  swim  or  picnic.  Others 
with  camera  and  binoculars  have  enjoyed  the  shore  bird  migration 
which  is  at  its  height  during  the  month  of  August.

In  1929  to  save  them  from  lumbering,  17^2  acres  on  the  east 
bank  were  purchased  by  an  advance  from  the  general  fund  reim- 
bursed by  subscriptions.   Under  an  agreement  negotiated  in  1947 
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and  consummated  in  1949,  5/^>  acres  on  the  west  bank  were  added 
to  the  reservation  subject  to  the  life  tenancy  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank 
W.  Thayer  who  operated  picnic  facilities  and  a  parking  space 
around  their  house  until  Mr.  Thayer's  death  in  1953.  Mrs. 
Stanley  King  and  Sidney  L.  Beals  made  generous  contributions 
for  this  purchase.  In  1950,  inspired  by  the  active  interest  of 
Mrs.  Clarence  R.  Swenson,  the  Pioneer  Valley  Association  gave 
thirty  acres  to  The  Trustees  on  the  east  bank,  and  in  1955,  the 
Quinnehtuk  Company  gave  five  acres  on  the  east  bank  completing 
The  Trustees'  holdings  in  the  gorge  proper. 

This  violent  scenery  is  most  unusual  in  Massachusetts — where 
the  west  branch  of  the  Westfield  River  passes  through  narrow 
rock  walls  luxuriously  crowned  with  hemlock. 

Another  pleasant  year  at  the  Gorge.  Good  weather  and  over 
a  thousand  visitors — more  than  ever  before.  The  problem  of 
what  to  do  with  the  old  house  on  the  property  has  been  solved 
and  the  warden  given  the  privilege  of  dismantling  and  removing 
it  for  his  own  use.  It  is  hoped  that  by  next  summer  the  cellar 
hole  will  be  filled  in  and  leveled  off  with  everything  looking 
smooth  and  green.

Mrs.  William  Penn  Cresson  submitted  the  following  report  for 
the  1959  season: 

"The  Chesterwood  Studio  Museum  at  Stockbridge,  Massa- 
chusetts has  had  its  most  successful  season.  Open  less  than  four 
months,  it  has  received  over  three  thousand  visitors  which  has 
meant  a  steady  increase  each  year. 
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"The  garden,  in  spite  of  the  devastating  winter,  has  been  filled 
in  with  annuals  and  looked  extremely  pretty,  and  the  studio 
staged  several  added  attractions.  Mr.  Peter  Abate,  sculptor  and 
head  of  the  Sculpture  Department  at  the  Boston  Museum  School 
of  Fine  Arts,  put  on  three  marble  carving  demonstrations.  He 
built  a  regular  little  marble  cutter's  studio  on  the  upper  terrace 
of  the  garden  with  a  shed,  grindstones,  forge,  electric  drills,  etc. 
Mr.  Abate  showed  the  various  steps  in  the  bringing  of  a  block  of 
marble  to  completion  as  a  piece  of  sculpture.  Many  children 
attended  these  demonstrations  and  there  was  great  enthusiasm 
when  Mr.  Abate  invited  them  to  try  their  hand  at  the  electric 
drills. 

"For  two  days  in  July,  and  again  in  August,  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Berkshire  Garden  Club  and  the  Berkshire 
Museum  Garden  Club  to  make  flower  arrangements  in  both  the 
studio  and  the  house,  the  house  being  open  to  the  public  for  the 
first  time.  There  were  hostesses  in  each  room  who  had  been 
briefed  on  the  furniture  and  paintings,  as  well  as  the  flowers, 
who  were  adept  at  answering  questions.  This  was  so  successful 
that  the  event  should  be  repeated  another  year  if  other  garden 
clubs  can  be  induced  to  contribute  their  time. 

"Through  the  efforts  of  our  local  committee  a  list  was  made  a 
letter  written  and  sent  out  to  over  three  thousand  names  asking 
for  memberships  in  the  'Friends  of  Chesterwood.'  There  has 
been  a  satisfactory  response  and  over  $3,600  has  come  in.  This 
appeal  should  go  out  again  in  the  spring  of  i960. 

"More  books,  postcards  and  small  Lincoln  models  were  sold 
than  ever  before.  There  was  excellent  publicity  through  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Norman  Simpson,  and  the  fact  that  attendance 
has  grown  steadily  during  the  five  summers  that  the  studio  has 
been  open,  leads  us  to  hope  confidently  for  an  even  better  season 
in  i960."

One  thousand  acres  of  beach  and  dunes  were  given  in  1945  m 
memory  of  Mr.  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.,  by  Mrs.  Crane  and  the 
Crane  family.    In  1949  additions  were  made  to  the  reservation

through  bequest  of  300  acres  comprising  the  major  portion  of 
Castle  Hill,  Middle  Hill  and  Steep  Hill  with  beach,  dunes  and 
marshlands,  and  by  gift  of  50  acres  of  beach  and  dune  land  ad- 
joining Castle  Neck  Beach.  In  1952,  Florence  Crane  Belosselsky 
exercised  her  option  on  55  acres  and  in  1953,  16  acres  were  given 
to  the  Town  of  Ipswich.  By  gift  of  a  generous  member  of  The 
Trustees,  Patterson's  Island,  consisting  of  22.75  acres,  was  added 
in  1957. 

From  the  Great  House  on  Castle  Hill  surrounded  by  spacious 
lawns  and  beautiful  gardens,  there  is  a  magnificent  panoramic 
vista  of  sea,  dunes  and  marshland.  Several  miles  of  sandy  beach 
and  high  dunes  offer  superb  recreational  attractions.  The  Castle 
Hill  Foundation  has  a  splendid  series  of  summer  concerts  and  art 
lectures  at  Castle  Hill  which  they  offer  to  the  public. 

The  1959  season  at  Crane  Beach  again  provided  healthful 
entertainment  for  over  200,000  people.  Patrons  of  this  famous 
beach  came  from  all  over  to  find  themselves  marveling  at  the  fine 
white  sands  and  the  blue  waters  of  Ipswich  Bay.  The  store 
provided  over  15,000  "hot  dogs"  together  with  ice  cream,  pop- 
corn, and  all  the  tempting  things  that  go  with  a  summer's  outing. 

As  usual,  the  office  was  deluged  with  questions  as  to  who  main- 
tains this  beautiful  spot,  and,  of  course,  they  are  told  of  the  work 
of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  not  only  in  Ipswich  but  also 
throughout  the  Commonwealth.  However,  the  Crane  Beach 
management  did  not  go  without  its  usual  problems  of  windstorms, 
speeders,  petty  thefts,  attempted  vandalism,  etc.  In  spite  of  this, 
the  management  is  always  ready  to  serve  its  visitors  so  that  they 
can  enjoy  all  that  this  reservation  offers. 


CROWNINSHIELD  ISLAND 

Marblehead — off  the  public  beach  at  Delliber  Cove  between 
Peach  Point  and  the  old  town  settlement    (5  acres).

Given  in  1955  by  Mrs.  Francis  B.  Crowninshield  with  $10,000 
endowment,  £3,000  in  1956  and  $2,000  in  1957  were  added  to  the 
original  endowment. 

The  reservation  is  the  former  Brown  or  Orne's  Island  off  the 
public  beach  at  Delliber  Cove  between  Peach  Point  and  the  old 
town  settlement  of  Marblehead.  The  island  was  planted  with 
conifers  by  Mrs.  Crowninshield  and  is  an  attractive  objective  for 
small  boats  from  the  Cove  and  Marblehead  Harbor. 
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During  the  year  many  of  the  dead  trees  were  removed  and 
considerable  underbrush  was  cleared.  Replacing  the  dead  trees 
with  types  more  suitable  to  the  coastal  climate  should  be  given 
consideration. 

DINOSAUR  FOOTPRINTS 

Hoi  yoke — on  the  west  bank  of  the  Connecticut  River  of  Route  5 
going  toward  Northampton  acres).

Purchased  in  1935  to  preserve  a  prehistoric  trace  of  clearly 
defined  footprints  made  by  dinosaurs  some  150  million  years  ago. 

The  City  of  Holyoke  has  continued  their  cooperative  attitude 
toward  maintenance  of  the  path  leading  down  to  the  reservation. 
Through  the  active  interest  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Association 
many  people  from  all  parts  of  the  country  have  been  attracted 
to  this  unique  area. 

DOANE  FALLS 

Royals  ton — at  the  junction  of  Hill  Road  and  the  main  road 
from  Royalston  to  Athol    {12  acres).

On  June  27th,  1957,  The  Trustees  obtained  an  option  to 
purchase  approximately  12  acres  on  the  east  bank  of  Lawrence 
Brook  at  Doane  Falls.  At  the  June,  1959,  meeting  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  it  was  voted  to  exercise  this  option  in  order  to  pre- 
serve this  unique  scenic  area  with  a  high  waterfall  and  a  clear 
stream  flowing  through  a  granite  gorge  crowned  with  coniferous 
trees. 

ELLIOTT  LAUREL  RESERVATION 

Phillipston — on  the  Peter sham-Templeton  Road  just  west  of  the 
south  end  of  Queen  Lake  {25  acres).

Given  in  1941  by  Frederick  W.  Elliott  in  memory  of  his  mother 
and  endowed  by  Miss  Olive  Simes  this  is  a  hillside  reservation 
with  substantial  areas  of  mountain  laurel. 
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A  substantial  amount  of  clearing  was  carried  out  in  the  late 
summer  and  early  fall.  Miss  Simes  was  kind  enough  to  arrange 
for  clearing  of  the  amphitheater  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  and  the 
Trustees'  woods  crew  cleared  the  view  from  the  ledge  farther 
up  the  hillside.  The  laurel  which  has  been  released  from  over- 
topping trees  and  brush  has  continued  to  show  encouraging 
new  growth. 


HALIBUT  POINT 

Rockport — on  the  northerly  tip  of  Cape  Ann  between 
Folly  Cove  and  Andrew's  Point  {12%  acres).

In  1934,  a  park  was  obtained  through  generous  gifts  from 
Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  and  interested  residents  of  Rockport.  The 
Trustees  purchased  an  additional  28  acres  in  1936.  In  1940  and 
1944,  Dr.  Stube  made  gifts  of  additional  acreage.  In  1954,  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  gave  The  Trustees  authority  to  release 
32^/4  acres  that  were  not  essential  to  the  reservation  property. 

Well  over  1329  cars  paid  fees  at  the  parking  lot,  and  con- 
sidering that  there  is  a  privately  owned  parking  lot  close  by  and 
that  they  had  about  the  same  number,  this  can  be  considered  a 
record  year  for  visitors  at  the  reservation. 

The  brush  along  the  walk  to  the  reservation  was  kept  trimmed 
at  all  times  and  a  few  minor  repairs  were  made.  No  major  work 
was  necessary.

Twenty  acres  were  given  in  1944  from  Francis  C.  Holmes 
and  his  sister,  Miss  Helen  M.  Holmes,  with  an  endowment  of 
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$10,000  to  preserve  a  field  that  was  a  mustering  ground  in  pre- 
revolutionary  days  to  keep  open  a  famous  view  of  historic 
Plymouth  Harbor.  An  additional  acre  was  given  in  1955  by  the 
Plymouth  Cordage  Co. 

During  the  calendar  year  1959  the  Holmes  Reservation  was 
enlarged  by  the  acquisition  of  another  four  acres.  This  land  is 
in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Reservation  and  at  present  has 
some  scrub  growth  on  it.  It  is  intended  to  clear  off  the  scrub  and 
to  convert  the  land  to  farm  land  for  the  use  of  the  Plymouth 
County  Farm  which  is  farming  the  rest  of  the  reservation.  This 
arrangement  is  being  continued  and  seems  to  work  out  satis- 
factorily, keeping  the  view  of  Plymouth  Harbor  and  Massachusetts 
Bay  open  for  those  who  wish  to  enjoy  it.

Milton — atop  Milton  Hill  on  Adams  Street  {10  acres).

Nearly  three-quarters  of  the  area  was  acquired  in  1898  by  the 
gift  of  Mr.  John  M.  Forbes  and  his  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Cunning- 
ham— the  balance  of  the  area  being  purchased  by  funds  obtained 
from  subscriptions  of  interested  friends  from  Milton  and  outlying 
districts.  Further  subscriptions  and  bequest  of  $1,400  from 
Mrs.  Cunningham  provided  funds  for  the  care  of  the  field. 

Interest  in  the  reservation  has  been  stimulated  by  having  the 
headquarters  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  in  the  Pierce 
House  on  adjoining  land  at  224  Adams  Street  in  Milton.  On  the 
21st  of  May,  The  Trustees  gave  a  tea  to  Milton  friends,  and  on 
this  occasion  they  received  many  congratulations  from  their 
guests  on  the  delightful  house  and  its  surroundings,  which  of 
course,  includes  the  "Field." 

The  committee  itself  has  profited  greatly  by  being  so  nearby  to 
the  headquarters.  In  clearing  their  own  land,  the  new  neighbors 
have  helped  by  clearing  out  scrub  growth  toward  the  Neponset 
River,  checking  the  pest  of  poison  ivy  wherever  found.  Such 
assistance  was  most  welcome,  and  in  return,  the  obligation  to 
make  the  appearance  of  Governor  Hutchinson's  Field  a  credit  to 
the  committee  and  to  the  town  was  made  apparent. 
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MASHPEE  RIVER 

Mashpee — the  land  adjacent  to  Mashpee  River  lying  south 
of  Route  28  {about 375  acres).

Mr.  Farley's  camp  and  the  adjacent  area. 

Mashpee  River  is  one  of  the  few  remaining  rivers  in  the  state 
attractive  to  sea  run  trout  known  as  salters.  Besides  being  a 
trout  stream  the  adjacent  wet  land  area  is  attractive  to  waterfowl. 

Mrs.  Farley  also  very  kindly  presented  The  Trustees  with  an 
informative  book  entitled  "A  Biological  Survey  of  the  Mashpee 
River"  written  by  William  Dunlap  Sargent  in  1933.  The  volume 
is  illustrated  with  excellent  plates  and  depicts  in  detail  the  verte- 
brate and  invertebrate  as  well  as  the  plant  life  in  the  Mashpee 
River  region. 

MEDFIELD  RHODODENDRONS

about  one  mile  south  of  village  (go  acres).

Medfield  Rhododendron  Reservation  is  primarily  an  historical 
and  botanical  phenomenon,  the  most  eastern  and — except  for 
Fitzwilliam,  New  Hampshire — the  most  northern  outpost  of 
native  distribution  of  Rhododendron  maximum. 

There  were  no  blooms  during  the  spring  of  1959.  In  addition 
to  the  fact  that  the  preceding  winter  was  particularly  hard  on  the 
blossoms,  the  area  apparently  operates  on  a  two-year  cycle  with 
1959  an  off-year. 

Immediate  needs  included  the  repair  of  foot  bridges  and  walks 
in  swampy  spots,  old  piles  of  brush  removed  or  burned  and  some 
new  blowdowns  given  attention. 

A  recent  trip  through  the  swamp  indicated  that  there  were 
numerous  buds  at  present  which  should  result  in  a  good  flower 
display  next  spring. 
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MISERY  ISLANDS 

Salem  Harbor  {82^/2  acres)  •

In  1935,  68  acres  were  acquired  through  subscriptions  from 
local  residents,  and  in  1938,  Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  and  Charles  S. 
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Bird  gave  an  additional  G}4  acres,  with  5  acres  added  in  1940 
from  the  estate  of  Theodore  C.  Hollander.  By  purchase  of  l/2  acre 
in  1950,  i}4  acres  were  also  acquired  in  1955. 

The  area  was  cleaned  up  again  this  year  and  it  is  very  gratify- 
ing to  see  an  increasing  interest  in  family  picnics  on  the  island.

The  gift  of  the  late  Miss  Helen  C.  Butler  of  New  York  in  1899 
was  in  fulfillment  of  the  wish  of  the  late  Rosalie  Butler  that  it 
might  be  preserved  forever  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public. 
Miss  Butler's  original  gift  was  accompanied  by  $2,000  for  care  of 
the  reservation  and  increased  by  an  additional  gift  from  her  of 
$5,000  in  1906. 

Paths  from  the  picnic  grove  on  Route  No.  7  lead  to  the  top 
near  which  the  memorial  rock  has  been  inscribed.  The  views 
from  the  top  are  very  extensive  and  the  mountain  itself  is  a  scenic 
feature  of  the  regions. 

Many  people  enjoyed  the  picnic  grounds  this  year  while  other 
hardier  souls  made  use  of  the  trails.  In  the  absence  of  a  warden 
in  attendance,  the  Highway  Department  cooperated  very 
efficiently  in  keeping  the  area  in  good  condition.

The  generous  gift  in  1948  of  Miss  Mabel  Choate  with  an  endow- 
ment fund  for  maintenance  of  building  and  grounds,  the  Mission 
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Utilise  located  on  Main  Street,  Stockbridge,  is  an  early  1 8th 
century  house  restored  and  refurnished  with  an  excellent  col- 
lection of  early  Americana  of  the  period  when  occupied  by 
Reverend  John  Sergeant,  missionary  to  the  Stockbridge  Indians 
from  1735-1749. 

Several  new  members  have  been  added  to  Mission  House 
membership.  In  May  the  first  open  house  to  residents  of  Stock- 
bridge  and  friends  was  held  with  refreshments  served  in  the  Red 
Barn.  Over  150  guests  participated,  and  it  is  hoped  this  will 
continue  as  an  annual  event.  Attendance  records  show  a  gradual 
increase  year  after  year  which  is  of  great  satisfaction  to  the 
members  of  the  committee.

In  1897,  5°  acres  were  given  by  William,  Charles  S.,  Robert  S. 
and  Laurence  Minot  in  memory  of  their  brother,  Henry  Davis 
Minot,  with  a  fund  of  $1,000  subscribed  by  the  family  and  friends. 
Three  small  parcels  to  the  north  of  the  original  piece,  approxi- 
mately 25  acres,  were  added  in  1927,  gifts  from  David  O.  Mears 
and  the  heirs  of  Edward  Bray.  In  1929,  Mrs.  Ruth  A.  Oakes, 
daughter  of  Sidney  F.  Haskell,  gave  approximately  16  acres, 
bounded  on  the  north  by  Mount  Ann  Park  and  on  the  south 
by  Dikes  Meadow  Pond.  A  contribution  of  $1000  by  George 
Wigglesworth  was  given  to  pay  for  the  timber  rights  in  the  new 
area.  The  Commonwealth  took  7  acres  in  1952  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  Route  128  highway  and  provided  a  much 
appreciated  parking  area  for  the  Park. 

During  the  period  of  1 952-1 954,  $19,831  was  added  to  the 
Henry  Davis  Minot  Memorial  Fund  by  members  of  the  family 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  an  endowment  for  the  reservation. 

Mount  Ann  Park  is  the  highest  point  (225  feet)  on  Cape  Ann, 
commanding  a  sweeping  ocean  view  from  Mount  Agamenticus 
near  York,  Maine,  across  the  tip  of  Cape  Ann  and  Massachusetts 
Bay  to  the  Blue  Hills  on  the  south.   Inland  the  view  extends  over 
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forest  and  low  hills  to  Mount  Wachusett  and  on  a  clear  day  to 
Mount  Monadnock.  The  reservation  includes  the  summit  and 
glen  with  very  fine  hemlocks  and  large  boulders,  on  one  of  which 
a  memorial  tablet  has  been  placed. 

Again  this  year,  over  5,000  people  enjoyed  the  charm  and 
relaxation  of  this  beautiful  reservation.  Considerable  work  was 
carried  out  in  cutting  vistas  to  afford  more  extensive  views  not 
only  from  the  summit  but  also  from  the  adjacent  ledges.  The 
desirability  of  cutting  more  trails  and  placing  a  tower  on  the 
summit  are  being  considered  as  projects  for  the  coming  year.

This  property  was  acquired  in  1959  by  bequest  of  Miss  Mabel 
Choate  with  a  substantial  endowment.  In  making  this  bequest 
to  The  Trustees,  Miss  Choate  expressed  the  wish  that  her  house 
with  its  collection  of  treasures,  the  magnificent  gardens  and 
spacious  lawns  be  kept  substantially  as  she  left  them  in  order 
that  the  public  of  the  future  could  realize  how  people  lived  in 
her  time. 

Due  to  the  magnitude  of  the  task  of  cataloguing  all  of  Miss 
Choate's  collection  of  china,  paintings  and  other  treasures  as  well

as  working  out  a  method  of  displaying  them  for  public  view,  it 
was  decided  to  defer  the  opening  of  the  house  and  exhibiting  the 
objects  of  art  until  the  i960  season — and  only  open  the  gardens 
and  grounds  for  1959. 

On  Saturday,  July  11,  1959,  at  an  invitation  tea  for  friends  of 
Miss  Choate  and  The  Trustees  in  the  Stockbridge  region,  the 
gardens  were  formally  opened.  Thereafter,  until  shortly  after 
Labor  Day,  for  a  nominal  fee  of  50^,  the  public  was  welcome 
daily  excepting  Mondays  and  Thursdays.  Under  the  friendly 
and  informative  direction  of  Barbara  Hare  and  her  assistant,  1,761 
people  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  charm  of  this  beautiful  estate. 

Since  The  Trustees  have  assumed  the  burden  and  responsibility 
of  caring  for  normal  repairs  as  well  as  of  establishing  a  program 
of  correcting  conditions  that  have  developed  from  neglect,  the 
grounds  as  well  as  the  buildings  are  in  need  of  considerable 
attention.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  Fletcher  Steele  available 
for  advice  on  the  landscaping  details.  He  has  already  directed 
C.  L.  Halverson  of  Pittsfield  in  pruning  the  linden  hedge  trees 
and  in  removing  the  large  dead  elm  by  the  garden  terrace. 

NOON  HILL 

Medfield — on  Noon  Hill  Street^  a  dirt  road  leading  off  of 
South  Street  (1/  acres).

The  Noon  Hill  area,  situated  due  south  of  Medfield,  is  an 
extensive  wooded  area  featured  by  a  series  of  rocky  ledges,  with 
the  highest  known  as  Noon  Hill.  Stop  River  separates  this 
region  from  our  Rhododendron  Reservation  in  Pine  Swamp. 
Through  the  generosity  and  interest  of  W.  K.  Gilmore  &  Sons, 
Walpole,  17  acres  on  the  east  side  of  Noon  Hill,  including  part  of 
the  summit  area,  have  been  acquired  by  The  Trustees. 


THE  OLD  MANSE 
Concord — on  Monument  Street  adjacent  to  the  battlefield 
on  Hill  Street  (111  acres).

Purchased  in  1939  by  The  Trustees  through  subscription  from 
friends,  this  historic  shrine  adjoins  the  battlefields  at  the  North 
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Bridge  in  Concord  where  the  first  shot  for  American  freedom  was 
fired.  The  Old  Manse  was  built  in  1769  by  Reverend  William 
Emerson,  the  grandfather  of  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  and  was 
occupied  by  the  Ripleys  and  Hawthornes. 

Under  Mrs.  Cleveland's  devoted  direction  and  with  the  friendly 
and  efficient  service  of  her  assistants,  the  Old  Manse  opened  its 
historic  doors  to  17,180  visitors,  an  increase  of  about  2,000  over 
the  previous  year.  During  the  year  1959,  President  Eisenhower 
signed  the  act  authorizing  the  establishment  of  Minute  Man 
National  Historical  Park  which  will  include  in  its  area  the  Battle 
Ground  at  the  North  Bridge  as  well  as  the  Old  Manse  adjacent 
to  it.   The  Trustees  will  continue  to  manage  the  Old  Manse.

The  original  tract  of  25  acres,  known  as  "Hale's  Old  Town  Hill 
Public  Park"  was  safeguarded  in  1929  through  the  generosity  of 
Mrs.  George  A.  Bushee  in  continuance  of  the  efforts  of  Stephen 
P.  Hale  to  keep  the  area  unbuilt  upon  and  open  to  the  public. 
In  1952,  Mr.  Bushee  added  90-odd  adjoining  acres  to  the  original 
tract  on  the  hill  and  47.9  acres  in  the  so-called  amphitheater  and 
salt  marsh  on  the  south  side  of  Hill  Street,  giving  the  combined 
area  to  The  Trustees  with  an  endowment  of  $5,000. 

The  hill  is  a  bare  drumlin  commanding  to  the  east  a  panoramic 
view  of  Plum  Island  Sound  and  the  open  sea,  and  to  the  west,  a 
broad  vista  of  the  adjacent  marshland  of  Little  River  and  the 
rolling  country  of  the  interior. 

PEGAN  HILL 

Dover  and  Natick — can  be  approached  from  South  Natick  Square 
on  Route  76,  southerly  on  Pleasant  Street  and  bearing  to 
right  on  Pegan  Street  {ji  3/7  acres).

Twenty-eight  acres  were  acquired  in  1956  by  gift  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Judson  S.  Battelle  in  memory  of  Mr.  Battelle's  father, 
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with  friends  in  Dover  having  raised  an  endowment  of  $9,000.  In 
1957,  Mrs.  Dorothea  D.  Hovey  gave  3.37  more  acres  adjoining 
the  Dover  line. 

Pegan  Hill,  a  rounded  drumlin  hilltop  landmark  in  the  Natick- 
Dover  Area,  is  associated  with  the  Indian  settlement  sponsored 
by  John  Eliot  in  his  missionary  effort. 

A  vista  has  been  cut  out  showing  a  view  of  the  Blue  Hills  and 
next  year  another  view  will  be  cut  in  some  other  direction  prob- 
ably toward  Wellesley  College.  A  small  parking  place  for  visitors 
at  the  South  Natick  end  of  the  trail  was  added  with  a  new  clearing 
on  the  top  of  the  hill  for  picnicking. 


PETTICOAT  HILL

This  reservation  was  acquired  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Martha  W. 
Nash  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  Edward  W.  Nash  in  1905 
together  with  a  maintenance  fund  of  $1,000.  In  1923,  The 
Trustees  bought  10  acres  of  land  at  the  top  of  the  hill  with  funds 
from  Mrs.  Nash's  gift.  On  several  occasions  Mrs.  Nash  also 
contributed  money  for  clearing  and  other  projects,  and  at  her 
death  in  1945,  sne  kft  a  bequest  of  $2,914.33  for  an  endowment. 

A  path  to  the  summit  leads  through  oak  and  hemlock  woods 
co  the  upper  ledges.  Views  from  the  trail  on  Petticoat  Hill 
out  over  the  valley  of  Mill  River  and  from  the  top  of  the  hill  to 
the  south  are  the  rewarding  features  of  this  reservation. 

Attendance  at  the  park  was  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

PIERCE  HOUSE 

Milton — at  224  Adams  Street,  adjacent  to 
Governor  Hutchinson  s  Field  (6  acres). 

Since  March  1959,  the  Pierce  House  has  served  and  will  con- 
tinue to  serve  as  the  office  headquarters  of  The  Trustees  of 
Reservations.  With  its  ample  parking  space,  beautifully  land- 
scaped grounds  and  modern  dwelling,  it  is  providing  an  efficient 
and  gracious  atmosphere  for  the  executive  activities  of  The 
Trustees'  work. 
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On  May  2ist,  open  house  for  our  many  friends  in  Milton  was 
held.  Through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Helen  C.  Gilbert  splendid 
arrangements  were  made  and  about  125  people  spent  a  very 
enjoyable  afternoon. 

Much  work  has  been  done  to  the  grounds  and  gardens  and 
efforts  are  underway  to  provide  assistance  to  complete  the  work 
and  assume  maintenance. 

The  expanding  activities  of  The  Trustees  give  assurance  that 
the  Pierce  House  will  assume  an  important  role  as  a  focal  point 
of  assistance  and  leadership  in  "open  space"  matters.

Sherborn — Reservation  is  most  accessible  by  canoe  and  lies  about 
one  mile  upstream  from  Farm  Street  Bridge  between 
Dover  and  Sherborn.    A  foot-path  leads  into  the 
area  from  Forest  Street  (jij  acres).

Rocky  Narrows  was  the  third  reservation  given  to  The  Trustees 
when  Augustus  Hemenway  donated  21  acres  in  1897,  later  giving 
funds  for  their  care.  Improvements  were  also  paid  for  by  Arthur 
F.  Estabrook  during  his  lifetime.  Three  acres  were  added  to  the 
reservation  in  1 941-1942,  by  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Lewis, 
Jr.,  and  in  1942  by  agreement  with  Shell  Oil  Company  concerning 
a  pipe  line,  two  parcels  of  nine  and  eight  more  acres  came  into  the 
possession  of  The  Trustees. 

Known  to  canoeists  as  "The  Gates  of  the  Charles,"  the  reser- 
vation consists  of  a  rocky  hemlock  knoll  in  a  meadow  known  as 
the  "Dingle  Hole"  which  in  periods  of  high  water  isolates  the 
knoll  from  the  enclosing  wooded  ridge.  A  pine  clad  stretch  of 
camp  ground  with  a  spring  lies  along  the  river  at  the  north  end 
of  the  reservation. 

At  the  turn  of  the  river,  south  of  the  reservation,  there  are  still 
29  acres  of  privately  owned  land  surrounded  by  the  holdings  of 
the  Town,  The  Trustees  and  the  Commonwealth.  Recent 
planning  studies  for  Dover  and  Sherborn  have  suggested  the 
desirability  of  adding  that  tract  and  "reserving"  more  of  the 
river  banks  as  part  of  the  Bay  Circuit. 

The  picnic  grounds  of  this  reservation  are  in  good  order  and  it 
is  hoped  a  new  table  and  benches  will  be  added  in  the  near  future. 
Wood  is  always  available  for  fires  and  the  paths  are  kept  open.

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Through  the  generosity  and  interest  of  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait, 
the  initial  gift  of  303  acres  occurred  in  1942  followed  by  further 
additions  in  the  period  of  1 946-1 956,  bringing  the  total  area  up 
to  420^  acres.  Adequate  endowment  and  special  gifts  for  equip- 
ment and  buildings  all  provided  by  Dr.  Goldthwait,  plus  the  very 
enterprising  local  committee,  have  made  this  reservation  located 
on  Hartford  Street,  Medfield,  one  of  our  most  active  recreational 
areas  providing  year-round  activity  of  skating,  skiing,  picnicking 
and  fishing  in  season. 

In  spite  of  a  season,  which  weather-wise  was  poorer  than  1958, 
the  picnic  area  was  a  little  ahead  for  1959  in  the  number  using  it. 

Through  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health,  the  grassy  growths  were  eliminated  from  Checker- 
ing Lake  with  a  chemical  called  "Kuron."  No  fish  were  killed. 

Rocky  Woods  management  was  pleased  to  welcome  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  in  July  when  they  held  their  monthly  meeting  at 
Rocky  Woods  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  repeat  this  very  soon. 

Measures  have  been  taken  to  prevent  erosion  of  the  terraces 
at  the  clubhouse.  Three  or  four  miles  of  wood  roads  have  been 
made  passable  for  fire  trucks  and  maintenance  vehicles.  This 
work  entailed  considerable  blasting  at  ledgy  corners.  A  screened 
porch  was  added  to  the  warden's  house,  and  a  large  shelter  roof 
was  built  at  the  play  field,  with  the  field  itself  reseeded  and 
graded.  The  equipment  garage  was  extended  as  planned.  On 
these  projects  much  of  the  work  was  performed  by  reservation 
personnel. 

In  the  wild  fowl  flock,  pintails,  redheads,  wood  ducks,  mallards 
and  Canadian  geese  are  currently  maintained  for  the  edification 
of  the  visiting  public. 

No  large  projects  are  planned  at  present. 


ROYALSTON  FALLS

Royalston  Falls,  acquired  by  gift  of  George  L.  Foote,  consisted 
of  200  acres  in  1951,  to  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foote  added  5  acres 
in  1954  for  an  improved  approach.  The  reservation  which  adjoins 
a  state  forest  on  the  east  and  southeast  has  an  endowment  fund 
of  $2,025  subscribed  in  1953-1954  by  interested  friends. 
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In  1959  floods  washed  out  both  access  roads  on  two  occasions 
limiting  the  number  of  visitors.  This  was  unfortunate  as  the 
Falls  were  spectacular  in  this  wet  season. 

Petty  vandals  took  down  all  signs,  including  posting  notices, 
damaged  the  protective  fence  at  the  Falls,  and  cut  down  a  tree 
overhanging  them.  Except  for  the  tree,  all  damage  will  be 
repaired  in  early  spring. 

It  is  hoped  to  attract  "more  birds  to  the  area,  and  contributions 
of  bird  houses  or  the  wherewithal  to  buy  them  will  be  welcomed. 

CHARLES  W.  WARD  RESERVATION

In  1940,  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Ward  made  a  gift  of  154  acres  on 
Holt's  Hill,  with  an  endowment,  in  memory  of  Mr.  Ward.  Mr. 
Charles  L.  Ward,  in  1941,  made  a  gift  of  10  acres  including  Pine 
Hole  Pond.  In  1944,  Mrs.  Ward  donated  36  acres  on  the  south 
slope  of  Boston  Hill— and  again  in  1945,  sne  added  78  acres  to 
the  Holt's  Hill  area  including  Shrub  Hill.  Phillips  Academy  in 
1957  gave  8.02  acres  to  be  (part  of  the  Ward  Reservation,  and  the 
Town  of  Andover  took  1.7  acres.  In  1958,  13.9  acres  were 
donated  by  Mrs.  C.  Carleton  Kimball  and  Mr.  Charles  W.  Ward. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  marked  rebirth  of  interest  in  the 
reservation  on  the  part  of  the  Boy  Scouts,  Cub  Scouts  and  their 
leaders  from  the  Greater  Lawrence  area.  About  three  hundred  of 
them  came  to  the  reservation  during  the  year  for  day  or  over- 
night excursions.  The  Boy  Scout  cabin  was  used  by  several 
troops.  If  this  interest  continues,  it  may  be  possible  to  repair 
some  of  the  damage  inflicted  on  the  cabin  in  the  past  by  vandalism. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  October  2,  over  three  hundred  people 
from  Andover  and  nearby  communities  gathered  on  the  summit 
of  Holt  Hill  hoping  to  view  the  first  total  eclipse  of  the  sun  to  be 
seen  over  southern  New  England  in  many  years.  Unfortunately, 
a  heavy  overcast  and  drizzle  limited  their  observations  to  a  brief 
darkening  of  the  sky.  A  group  of  amateur  astronomers  from  New 
Jersey,  who  had  arrived  with  their  equipment  the  previous 
evening,  were  similarly  disappointed. 

The  Town  of  Andover  recently  installed  a  gate  at  the  foot  of 
the  paved  right-of-way  to  its  water  reservoirs.    This  addition 
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should  result  in  a  much-reduced  litter  problem  on  the  top  of  the 
hill  as  automobiles  will  once  again  be  restricted  to  the  parking 
lot  at  the  entrance  to  the  reservation. 

Mr.  Sanborn  of  the  local  committee  spent  several  afternoons 
working  on  trails  with  a  small  crew  of  students  from  Phillips 
Academy.  Inasmuch  as  the  general  condition  of  the  regular 
trails  was  quite  good,  they  also  found  time  to  open  a  new  trail 
which  leads  through  a  hemlock  grove  on  the  northeast  side  of 
Holt  Hill,  an  area  rich  in  natural  beauty  and  ecological  interest.

By  gift  of  Whitney  Woods  Association,  Inc.,  in  1933,  The 
Trustees  added  this  643  acres  with  an  endowment  of  %  10,000  to 
their  list  of  reservations.  In  1935,  25  acres  known  as  Bancroft 
Sanctuary  was  added  as  a  gift  from  the  Federation  of  Bird  Clubs 
of  New  England.    Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft  presented  an  additional 
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20  acres  in  1937  and  in  1941  10  more  acres  were  added  by  gift  of 
Charles  B.  Barnes  and  family.  Mrs.  Ezra  Thayer  made  a  gift  in 
1943  °f  2^  acres  in  Hingham  and  Mr.  Joseph  Saponaro  presented 
S  acres  in  1950.  The  following  additions  were  acquired  through 
purchase:  60  acres  in  1944;  53  acres  in  1947;  and  5  acres  in  1948, 
with  6  acres  in  1952.  For  military  reasons,  the  United  States 
Government  has  taken  125  acres  in  1942  and  10  acres  in  1957. 

The  committee  notes  with  regret  the  passing  away  of  Mrs. 
Ezra  Thayer  who  was  such  a  good  friend  to  the  reservation. 

Attendance  was  somewhat  lower  because  of  weather  on  week- 
ends. With  reduced  warden  service,  no  fires  for  picnics  were  per- 
mitted. Horseback  riding  on  the  wood  roads  has  increased  and 
some  clearing,  especially  overhead,  has  been  performed  to  improve 
them.  A  hand-hewn  bridge  was  built  over  the  branch  of  Brass 
Kettle  Brook  on  Miliken  Memorial  and  the  planting  along  this 
drive  has  been  cleared  out  and  pruned  where  necessary.  It  is 
interesting  to  see  that  Rhododendrons  are  seeding  themselves  in 
along  swampy  parts  of  the  road.

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Article  I  Of  Trustees 

1.  The  members  of  the  corporation,  in  whom  are  reposed  the  full  and  exclusive 
duty  and  power  to  vote  in  respect  of  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon  at  any  meeting 
of  the  corporation,  shall  be  designated  "Trustees".  The  number  of  Trustees 
shall  not  exceed  one  hundred,  and  they  shall  be  elected  by  the  corporation  for 
such  term  as  the  corporation  shall  determine. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  may,  if  it  sees  fit,  nominate  Trustees  by  inserting 
the  names  of  candidates  in  the  notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  and  may 
designate  the  terms  for  which  such  candidates  are  so  nominated. 

3.  An  election  of  Trustees  may  take  place  at  any  annual  meeting,  or  at  any 
special  meeting  if  notice  thereof  is  contained  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  and  any 
person  who  receives  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  present  and  voting 
shall,  on  his  acceptance  of  his  election,  be  declared  and  enrolled  a  Trustee  of  the 
corporation.  Any  Trustee  may  resign  by  written  notice,  signed  by  the  Trustee 
and  delivered  to  the  Secretary  or  to  another  officer  of  the  corporation. 

Article  II  Of  Founders  and  Other  Contributors 

1.  All  persons  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  real  or  personal  property 
to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  more  shall  be  permanently  enrolled  as 
Founders. 

2.  All  other  persons  who  contribute  real  or  personal  property  to  the  corporation 
shall  be  enrolled  in  such  categories  of  membership  and  for  such  terms  as  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 

3.  But  no  donor  of  money  or  property  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corporation 
unless  and  until  duly  elected  as  provided  in  Article  I.  Notwithstanding  that  such 
donors  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  duty  or  responsibility  in  the  management  or 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  they  may,  if  convened  in  a  meeting  at  the  direction  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  take  advisory  action  and  make  recommendations  in 
respect  of  any  matter  submitted  to  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting  each 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  to  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

Article  III  Of  Meetings  of  the  Corporation 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday 
in  January,  in  Boston,  or  at  such  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  and 
at  such  date,  time  and  place,  as  the  Standing  Committee  may  determine. 

In  the  event  the  annual  meeting  is  not  called  and  held  as  herein  prescribed,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  order  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  and  held  in  lieu 
of  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  meeting,  and  all  references  in  the  By-Laws 
to  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  deemed  to  refer  also  to  a  special  meeting  called  in 
lieu  of  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  meeting.  Special  meetings  of  the  corpo- 
ration may  be  called  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  meet  at  any  time  and  at  any 
place  within  the  Commonwealth.  Notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall 
be  given  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting  by  mailing  postpaid 
to  each  member  of  the  corporation  at  his  address  of  record  last  appearing  on  the 
books  of  the  corporation  a  notice  thereof  and,  if  a  special  meeting,  a  statement 
of  the  purposes  for  which  the  meeting  is  called. 

2.  A  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meeting  of  the  corporation 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  members,  but  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  may  adjourn  any  meeting  from  time  to  time  until  the  business 
shall  have  been  finished. 

3.  Officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 
Any  other  action  to  be  taken  by  members  of  the  corporation  may  be  taken  by 
voice  vote  unless  a  member  requests  a  written  ballot  in  which  case  a  ballot  shall 
be  taken. 
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4.  At  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  as  soon 
as  a  quorum  is  present;  and  the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  then  he  read, 
unless  such  reading  is  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  those  present. 

5.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  the  order  of  business  shall  he 
as  follows: 

First.  The  unfinished  business  and  the  assignments  of  the  last  meeting  shall 
be  announced  by  the  Secretary  to  the  President  and  taken  up  in  order. 

Second.  The  Secretary  shall  be  called  on  to  submit  a  written  report  of  the 
doings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Third.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  called  upon  to  submit  a  written  report  of  his 
doings  for  the  previous  fiscal  year  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation 
as  of  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  year. 

Fourth.  The  Committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts  shall  be  called  on 
for  a  report. 

Fifth.  Any  special  committee  which  may  have  been  appointed  during  the  year 
shall  be  called  on  to  report. 

Sixth.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  proposed  changes  in  the  By-Laws, 
or  if  changes  in  the  By-Laws  have  been  proposed  by  a  Trustee,  the  same  shall  be 
voted  upon. 

Seventh.  If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  made  any  nominations  to 
membership  in  the  corporation,  or  if  such  nominations  are  made  by  a  Trustee,  an 
election  shall  be  held. 

Eighth.  An  election  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
be  held,  if  there  are  terms  which  have  expired  or  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

Ninth.  The  President  shall  give  the  members  present  an  opportunity  to 
present  new  business. 

Tenth.    ThePresidentshall  appoint  acommittee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts. 

Article  IV  Of  Officers 

1.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  The  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  the 
members  of  the  corporation  at  an  annual  meeting  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  three  years,  or  for  such  shorter  term  as  the  corporation  at  its  annual  meeting 
shall  determine,  and  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  An 
officer  may  not  serve  more  than  six  consecutive  years  in  the  same  office,  but  may 
serve  again  in  the  same  office  after  an  interval  of  one  year. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation.  If  he  is  absent, 
a  Vice-President  in  order  of  seniority,  and,  if  no  Vice-President  is  present,  a  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore,  chosen  by  hand  vote  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  present, 
shall  preside. 

3.  The  Secretary,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  warn  the 
members  of  all  meetings  of  the  corporation,  according  as  he  may  be  directed  by 
vote  of  the  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  call  the  meetings  of  the  Standing 
Committee  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  or  on  the 
request  in  writing  of  any  two  members  thereof.  He  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of 
all  meetings  of  the  corporation  and  of  the  Standing  Committee,  with  the  names  of 
the  members  present,  entering  in  full  all  reports  of  committees  which  may  be 
accepted  by  either  body,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  regular  and  faithful  account  of  all  the  moneys  and 
funds  of  the  corporation  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  and  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  connected  with  the  same,  which  accounts  shall  always  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  members  of  the  corporation.  He  shall  make  no  investments  and 
pay  no  moneys  without  either  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee or  of  such  officer,  agent  or  committee  as  said  Standing  Committee  shall 
appoint  to  act  for  it  in  these  matters  and  in  accordance  with  such  procedures  as  the 
Standing  Committee  may  establish. 
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Article  V 


Of  the  Standing  Committee 


1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  thirteen  persons,  including  the 
President  and  the  Treasurer  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Standing  Committee 
ex  officio.  The  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  other  than  the  members  ex 
officio,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  by  the  members  of  the  corporation  at  an  annual 
meeting.  The  elected  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  divided  into 
three  classes,  one  of  which  shall  consist  of  three  members  and  two  of  which  shall 
each  consist  of  four  members.  One  class  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporation  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  until  others 
are  duly  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  A  member  of  the  Standing  Committee 
may  not  serve  more  than  two  consecutive  three  year  terms  as  an  elected  member 
but  may  serve  again  as  an  elected  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  after  an 
interval  of  one  year. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporation  in  each  year,  elect  a  chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  his  absence  a  chairman  pro  tempore  may  be 
chosen  by  hand  vote.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every 
month,  and  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  members. 

3.  The  Standing  Committee  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the 
corporation  or  in  its  own  membership  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  corpo- 
ration, may  nominate  or  refuse  to  nominate  new  members  of  the  corporation, 
may  accept  or  decline  gifts  offered  to  the  corporation,  may  establish  a  fiscal  year 
for  the  corporation,  may  approve  or  disapprove  investments  or  expenditures,  may 
approve  or  disapprove  all  bills  against  the  corporation,  may  declare  any  office, 
including  the  office  of  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  vacant  if  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  by  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  so  determines, 
may  make  such  arrangements  for  the  holding  and  conduct  of  its  meetings  and 
notice  thereof  as  it  may  determine,  may  appoint  subcommittees  of  its  members, 
or  committees  consisting  of  members  or  other  persons  not  members,  may  appoint 
and  remove  agents,  may  engage  whatever  assistance  is  needed  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  corporation,  may  designate  such  agents  and  employees  by  such  titles 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  and,  in  general,  may  exercise  all  the  powers  of  a  board 
of  directors  and  all  the  executive  powers  of  the  corporation. 

4.  Any  officer  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
Standing  Committee  but  without  vote  unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Standing 
Committee  as  above  provided. 

Article  VI  Of  the  Advisory  Council 

All  persons  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  become  eligible  for  election  to  the  Advisory  Council  upon  the  con- 
clusion of  their  terms.  Members  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  such  term 
as  the  corporation  shall  determine.  The  members  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall 
be  entitled  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  but  without  vote. 


The  corporate  seal  shall  be  a  circular,  flat-faced  die  of  about  an  inch  and  a 
half  in  diameter,  with  the  name  of  the  corporation,  the  year  of  its  organization, 
the  word  "Massachusetts"  and  the  figure  of  a  pine  tree  so  engraved  on  its  face 
that  it  can  be  embossed  on  paper  by  pressure. 


These  By-Laws  may  be  amended,  altered,  or  repealed  at  any  meeting  of  the 
corporation  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided 
that  notice  of  such  proposed  change  shall  have  been  given  in  the  call  of  the  meeting.
